once directed to the peculiar taste of 
what she bad swallowad. Looking again 
at the botile the distinctive. labal was no- 
tiood, and she at once roslised the don 
gerous position she was in, and called for 
agaistance, Mu KF, Deonys, Mrs Murray’s 
brother, at once ran across to Dr Bott'y 
houas, which was close at hand, and, nam.

minuto to get together the snitable anti
